SYDNEY, N.S., June 16.—Looting 
of stores and fires in two of the col- 
liery towns were reported from New 
Aberdeen, Reserve, Bras D'Or and 
TWlorence, starting shortly after two 
o'clock this morning, after the  of- 


ficials had settled down for what they) 


believed was to be the quietest night 
in Cape Breton since last Thursday 
when the dispute between the United 
Mine Workers and the British Em- 
pire Stee! Corporation broke into open 
warfare, 

At New Aberdeen the bank-head 
screen of the unused “hub’’ coilier 
was destroyed by fire, and at Reserve 
the fire destroyed the homes, of two 
former employes of the corporation, 
together with outbuildings and two 
old buildings used at one time as a 
power magazine and carpenter shop 
respectively. Al) were in the vicinity 
of pits five and ten. 

At’ Bras D'Or: and at Florence re- 
tai] stores of private individuais were 
broken open and some goods were 
to obtain any particulars, It Was be- 
taken, At this hour it was impossible 
Heved at 4:30 that the fire at Reserve 
would not spread any further. 


Secks Scttlement 

SPRINGHILL, N.8., June 15—Hon. 
James Murdock, minister of labor in 
the Canadian government, reached 
Springhill! this afternoon enroute to 
Cape Breton, where he will offer his 
services as a mediator tn the wage 
dispute between the Hritish BWmpire 
Stee] Corporation and _ the United 
Mine Workers of America. A mass 
meeting of the men had been ar- 
ranged here and Mr. Murdock ad- 
dressed them briefly. .HMe arranged 
for a private meeting afterward at 
which only members of the United 
Mine Workers were present. 

Hon. Mr. Murdock resumed his 
long journey tonight and intended 
stopping briefly in Pictou county and 
arriving in Sydney tomorrow.

Bring Reinforcements 

The small force of troops in 
strike urea was reinforced today by 
the arrival on a special train today of 
a sguadron of the Royal Canadian 
Dragoons from St. John's, Que., and 
a detachment of the Royal Canadian 
Regiment from London, Ont., 800 
men in all. The traimr pulled into the 
military base camp at the steel plant 
yards, Sydney, on its arrival. 
troops are fully equipped for active 
service. Cavalry horses, machine guns, 
field kitchens and all the equipment 
of field: service were unloaded at the 
camp this afternoon, 

SYDNEY, N.8., June 16.—-With the 
moving into the colliery district of 
troops from Upper Canada augment- 
ine the force moved up from Halifax 
lest week. Cape Breton, scene of 
mine strike disorders over (he week- 
end, was quiet tonight. 

Troops are now established behind 
barbed wire in improvised shelters in 
the power station at New Aberdeen 
and it is believed that an attempt to 
cperate the plant for the maintenance 
cf mines in the southern district will 
be made. At night a battery of 
search lichts sweep the surrounding 
country. The disposition of the troops 
has been observed from a distance by 
scores of the striking miners of the 
British Mmpire Steel Corporation but 
there were no hostile demonstrations 
today. 

Developments todey included the 
arrival in the Sydney mines district 
of a detachment of 30 mounted troop- 
ers and 150.infantrymen and the 
swearing-in at Sydney Mines of 150 
miners as special constables, 

Hon. James Murdock, minister of 
labor, who will endeavor to mediate 
the differences existing between 12,- 
660 miners, and.the British Empire 
Steel Corporation over a wage scale, 
is expected to arrive in Sydney to- 
morrow.

TO NORTH PARK 


‘Two Hundred Animals Pass 
| Through City Early Today 
—Other Shipments 


'ARE BEING LIBERATED

‘Cowboys Have Sufficient

| WAINWRIGHT, Alta. June 15— 
Two hundred yeung buffalo are on 
| their way tontght north, the subjects

}in the guise of buffalo farmer, will

A week frem now the buffalo will 
| be at their new ‘home in the immense 
| Wood Buffaio Park which has been 
set aside for them.to range on in the 
| Great Slave Lake territory. In this 
| terriceury the only remaining herds of 
wild ibison on the American continent 
| will be protected. 

The northern migration of buffalo 
has been a epring-time event since 
Canada was first populated and 
thousands of the animals were slain 
jin the old days as they moved north- 
ward, Today the herd went forward 
in tourist fashion. They began the trip 
by railway and will finish dt by boat. 
or scow. The trip from Wairwright to 
North Waterways ~will ‘be wby fast 
freight on the Canadian National 
Railway and from there the journey 
wih ibe made on specially constructed 
scows. Attendants will accompany 
the herd on the journey. 

The shipment today is the first of 
1 weekly shipments of 200 buffalo 
each which will go forward this year. 

Are Watching Progress 

The progress of the herd will be 
watched by riders already on the 
range watching the wood bisou. 

Herding of more than two hundred 
head of buffalo being transferred to- 
day from here to Wood Buffalo Park, 
800 miles into Alberta's hinterland, 
produced thrills aplenty, 
|: The cowboys found that controling 
a herd of ‘buffalo was quite different 
to handling cattle. Negotiating the 
chutes proved the most trying pro- 
position and the animals protested 
every step to the stock cars. A number 
of the cowboys were at times menac- 
ed by the angry beasts. While there 
were several narrow escapes the 
loading operation passed withoyt ac- 
cident.

CANTONESE ARMY 
SLAUGHTERS 700 


Are Beaten Insensible and, 
Thrown Into Harbor Re- 
ports Say 


SAILORS INTERVENE 


British Subject Is Shot and 
Lady Companion Is Seri- 
ously Wounded 


NEW YORK, June 15—A dispatch 
to the Evening Post from Hong Kong 
today said that more than 700 Yun- 
nanese were slaughtered at Canton by 
the victorious Contonese srmy which 
captured that city Saturday. 

The Yunnanese were caught by 
mobs, beaten into insensibility, thrown 
into the harbor and held by bamboo 
poles until they were drowned, the 


dispatch said. 

One Yunnanese officer was crucified 
to a telephone pole, while the mob 
jeered and stoned him. The dispatch 
added that just outside the French 
concession Yunnanese were driven 
from a hidding place, beaten and 
thrown into a creek in the sight of 
many foreigners. ‘The dispatch said 
all the atrocities were committed by 
people of Canton and not by the 
soldiers who drove tho Yunnanese 
from the city. 

Stopped by Sailors. 

The wholesale slaughter was finnily 
halted by the intervention of Britith 
sailors, it was said, Lieut. Faure, 
commander of the Btitish gunboat 
Robin, pieaded with the mob in the 
native language and finally persaud:d 


to Chinese poltcer Mundreds of Yun- 
afiese were said to be stil! hiding in 


Canton, many almost etarving and 
afraid to disclose their identity. 


LONDON, June 15—A dispatch to 
the Exchange Telegraph from Shang- 
hai says British sailors today dispers- 
ed Chinese who were digging up the 
boundagy roads of the foreign settle- 
ment with a view to interrupting fo- 
reign traffic. A British subject driv- 
ing a motor car has been murdered; 
The telephone company Js employing 
Russian refugees to take the places of 
striking operators, 

The dispatch adds that the financial 
situation is acute owing to the fact 
that a quantity of foreign goods have 
been delivered against wative bank 
orders, Settlement ts due Tuesday 
and default is certain in consequence 
of the closing of the Chinese banks.

Two days later, after Billy had be- 
come delirious, she obtained a license. 

The young woman admitted that 
Shepherd had not told her the youth 
had typhoid until after a medical 
idiagnosis. Then, she added, Shep- 
herd said: 

“{ have made auite a study of ty- 
phoid germs and am relieved to know 
Billy has typhoid because the doctors 
will know how to treat it.” 

Her story can be completed in 80 
Iminutes tomorrow morning, said J, r. 
iSavage, assistant state's attorney, who 
questioned her. After that, Miss 
Pope must face, according to defence 
plans, one of the most severe cross- 
examinations ever directed at a wit- 


ness.

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SOVEREIGN LAWLESBNESS. 

Mexico's reply to Secretary Kellogg is of a kind 
to confirm the long-standing tradition that the 
Mexican Government exists to protect Mexicans 
in their inalienable rights to shoot foreigners and 
lost their property. Mr. Kellogg threatened no 
more than that Washington might ‘‘cease to sup- 
port’’ the reigning dynasty in Mexico unless 
security were given to the lives and possessions 
of United States citizens in that country, What- 
ever bandit happens to be doing the letter writing 
at Mexico city at the moment responds that this 
is an ‘‘insult’’ to his revered republic and a threat 
to attack its ‘‘sovereign rights.’’ Said ‘‘rights’’ 
in the circumstances must be constrned as mean- 
ing the liberty of his co-bandits and rival bandits 
to shoot up aliens and commandeer their belong- 
ings without interference of Mexican law or 
foreign Governments. 


ON THE OHINA FRONT. 

The trouble which began at Shanghai has 
spread to Canton and other centres in China; and 
according to the despatches seems to be develop- 
ing into a distinctly anti-British movement rather 
than an anti-foreigner outburst..As itis engineer- 
ed from Moscow the disturbance might have been 
expected to take on that complexion. Of all coun- 
tries the Bolshevik leaders recognize that their 
cause would gain most if the British Empire were 
smashed or crippled. That happens to be also the 
‘‘eapitalistic’’ power which can be most easily 
attacked by Soviet methods because made up of 
having so many and so widely separated pos- 
sessions and interests. Also because ‘Britishers 
are prone to put credit in the products of the 
Moscow lie-factory. 

It may be taken for granted that if frotsky 
and his associates can direct and finance the oper- 
ations in China that country is plunging into a 
war for the extermination or expulsion of fo-* 
reigners, particularly Britishers. And the cireum- 
stances are particularly and regrettably favorable 
ior dominance from Moseow. China is without « 
Government strong enough to maintain order or 
influential enough to counteract disruptive pro- 
paganda, If the Chinese can-be got to fight the 
Bolshevik battle the Soviet directors will doubt 
less be willing to spend on the enterprise the pro- 
ceeds of the shipments of platinum and other 
products they are now sending to Britain and 
other countries whose downfall they hope to 
bring about. 


WHEN VOLUNTARYISM FAILS? 

The idea of compulsory arbitration has not 
found aceeptance in Canada, and any proposal 
that it be embodied in the law for the settlement 
of industrial disputes has been opposed by laboy 
organizations on the ground that wage-carners 
rhould have a free hand in negotiating the terms 
of their engagement, and by employers on the 
ground that one man should not. be compelled 
fo pay more than another man would accent as 
wages, Events in Nova Seotia suggest that some 
measure of compulsory adjustment may become 
necessary in the interests of the public and would 
not necessarily be a handicap to the parties direat- 
ly concerned in a dispute, The Steel corporation 
und the miners have been left free there to fight 
out their disagreement, and a pretty mess they 
have made of it. The strikers are out three 
months’ pay and the corporation has lost a vast 
amount in profits, stores and stocks of merchan- 
dise. Indirectly the loss to the communities in- 
volved has been more than that of the partici. 
pants in the fray; it always is. And the end is 
not yet, 

The Minister of Labor has been willing to 
mediate, bit one of the contestants would not 
agree to ask for his services. Had he been able 
to order intervention the ghanees are that the 
difficulty would have been bridged, that the pro- 
perty damage would not have resulted, that a life 
would have been saved, and that the industry 
would be again operating. The rights of the em- 
ployer and the employee are real and should not 
be lightly interfered with. But there is a point 
where the liberty of the individual encroaches 
upon the righis of the public to law, order, secur 
ity, and freedom from the consequences of the 
paralysis of a primary industry such as that of 
coal mining. That point seems to have been 
reached and passed in the Nova Scotia muddle, 
and without actual profii to either of the eon- 
testants. Parliament, which is engaged in revis- 
ing the Conciliation Act, might make no mistake 
if the Minister were given a reasonable measure 
of mandatory powers in dealing with a situation 
which persistently refuses to submit to milder 
treatment. 


“ZQUALIZED’’ RATES NOT EVERYTHING. 

Premier Oliver of British Columbia is afraid 
that the proposed revision of freight rates may 
leave the westward shipment of grain subject to 
the same discriminatory charges as at present 
That cannot be if the new rates are fixed on a basis 
of equa! charges for equal service, And it was 
very definitely announeed that the governing con 
sideration in the revision is to be the creation of 
rates whieh will put ali sections of the country 
on the same footing. 

From Udmonton to Ft. William is 1,231 iniles 
¥rom Edmonton to Vancouver is 769 miles. There 
is iess up-hi!! haul between Edmonton and Van. 
conver than between Edmonton and Fi. William 
Nut it coats approximately the same amount to 
ship a earload of wheat from Edmonton to Van- 
couver as from Edmonton to FY, William. The 
westward movement is thus handicapped by a 
rate fifty per cent. higher than that over the al 
ternative route, mileage considered. 

If equalization of rates means anything at all 
it must mean the removal of discrepancies suen 
on this, The fact that the Crow's Nest rates are 
to be preserved on grain guing eastward is no 
barrier to the fixing of westbound rates in pro- 
portion. Lf the Crow's Nest rate is fair to the 
railways a: ionately lower rate to Vaneou- 
ver would equally fair to them, The rate to 
Mt, Witiam remaining at 15 1-2 cents per bushel 
of wheat, the rate to Vancouver on an equalized 
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ford has been announced as Nerth Battleford.

schedule ought to be something in the neighbor- 
hood of ten cents per bushel—azainst the present 
rate of fifteen cents. 

British Columbia interests do not seem to be 
concerned about the amount of the freight rates 
on grain, but only in the relation between west- 
ward and eastward rates. Whether the base rate 
to Ft. William is fifteen c nts or twice that, Van- 
couver seems to suppose that it will get the same 
amount of Alberta wheat, provided the cost of 
shipping by that route is made to correspond 
with the distance ths grain has to be hauled, 
Premier Oliver evidently fears that a fifteen cen 
rate to Ft. William is lower that it ought to be, 
end that the Commission may seek to compensate 
the railways for their small earnings from east- 
bound traffic by allowing them io collect an 
undue charge on westbound traffic, 

That is substantially what the present rat. 
arrangoment has been doing. Under it the farme: 
whose grain went west was paying a bonus to the 
railways for hauling grain of other farmers all 
the way to Ft, William for approximately the 
same charge. That is obviously unfair, To con- 
tinus it would be to perpetuate an injustice which 
grew up in the process of making freight rates 
off-band as conditions developed, and without 
regard to broad principles. The purpose of the 
proposed revision is to get away from that piece 
meal method of dealing with rates and to estab- 
lish uniformity of charge for the same amount of 
service, 

If that object is to be attained th» westward 
route for prairie grain will not suffer because the 
Crow's Nest rate to Ft. William is retained, but 
will benefit. The less it costs to get Alberta wheat 
to the seaboard the more of it will be grown. And 
so long as the westward rate.is fixed in propor- 
tion to the eastward rate Vancouver and other 
Pacific ports stand to gain because the eastward 
rate is kept at the present low level, While 
directly those who have interests at stake in the 
development of the Pacific ports and routes are 
interested in having westward rates brought 
down to two-thirds of whatever the eastward. rate 
is, indirectly they are also involved in the amount 
of the rates. Wheat is not the only product of 
the Alberta farm, If the freight rates eat up the 
profits on that branch of his business the farmer 
will grow less wheat and produce more stock and 
dairy products. That would not be to the advan- 
tage of British Columbia shipping and port jnter- 
ests, nor of British Columbia agriculture. 

What Vancouver and the other Pacific ports 
should hope for, and work for, is that wheat pro- 
duction shall be the predominant business of the 
Alberta farmer. The more wheat he raises the 
more traffic there will be for those ports, The les: 
wheat he can grow at a profit, the more he will 
be forced into competition with the dairymen and 
atockmen of the Pacifie provinee. British Co- 
lumbia should approve the retention of the 
Crow's Nest rates eastward, and centre its efforts 
to get correspondingly low rates westward. For if 
the Crow’s Nest rates eastward were abolished 
and higher rates substituted, the westward rates 
could not be reduced; and there would be less Al. 
berta wheat next year to go out by either route.
